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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention claims an electric power supply control apparatus. Which 

starts an interruption process upon detecting a voltage lower than a predetermined 
voltage, then detecting electric power supply voltage again and, in the case the 
predetermined voltage is recovered, the control circuit does not execute a self resetting, 
thereby a device control without executing a resetting operation in a situation where the 
electric power supply voltage is actually hot lowered thereby not causing an erroneous 
operation of control means. None of the cited art discloses overcome the claim limitation 
of the instant application since claims are allowed.
